How the Disaster Occurred. 
Chicago, 
July 24.—Hundreds 
of 
persons 
were 
drowned when the steamer Eastland, with 2,500 employes 
of the Western Electric company on board, capsized in 
the Chicago river this morning. Rescuers were busy for 
hours taking bodies from the boat through holes shot in 
the hull with guns. The number of dead is estimated at 
between 1,200 and 1,500. The accident occurred at 7:40 
o’clock this morning. 
At l l o’clock nearly 500 dead had been recovered. 
The crowding of passengers to one side of the boat is said 
to have been the cause of the tragedy, but the authorities 
wrere not satisfied with this explanation, and ordered the 
arrest of the officers of tho boat, together with Captain 
H. Pedersen and Dell Fisher, first mate, who were taken 
to the police station. 
Panic struck the passengers when the boat over­ 
turned. 
Hundreds w’ere hurled down the sloping deck, 
and the scratched bodies and torn clothes of the bodies 
recovered show the effort made to save themselves. 
The big steamer turned in less than five minutes. As 
the first signs of an accident, members of the crew shout­ 
ed warnings to the passengers, and the captain ordered 
all passengers on deck and life boats lowered for all pas­ 
sengers aboard. 


More Than Seven Thousand Tickets (Jiven Out. 
More than 7,(MM) tickets had been distributed by the 
company for the excursion, which was crowded. The boat 
was docked on the south side of the river. As the East­ 
land’s passenger capacity was reached, officers shouted 
to the crowd on the bank that no more could geteaboard. 
Those remaining shouted to the steamer “Theodore 
Roosevelt,“ w hich was up stream, and which was to carry 
the second load of excursionists. 
The bridge leading across the river w as jammed with 
people until the police said that the structure would col­ 
lapse. 
Immediately following the catastrophe, undertakers, 
doctors and nurses were rushed to the scene, and hun­ 
dreds of pulmotors were put into use. 
All hospitals and morgues were notified to prepare 
to handle the injured and dead.

Five Persons Arrested In East Seda­ 
lia Were in Police Court.

“I was on the main deck of the stern line ready to cast 
the steamer off when it listed. I shouted warnings to the 
passengers and tried to let go the howsers. I then 
climbed onto the upper deck and helped to get the pas­ 
sengers into the boat. It all happened in two minutes.” 
Mrs. Emma O’Donnell, of Berwyn, 111., said: 
“The steamer was ready to leave and was crowded 
with excursionists when the officers pushed the crowd 
back. I think this is what caused it to list to one side. It 
never stopped when it started to roll. I saw dozens of 
people drowned around me. By a desperate effort I was 
able to hold to the upper deck until I was rescued.” 


Chief of Police Estimates the Death List at 1,700. 
At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon Coroner Hoffman esti­ 
mated the number of dead at 1,300. Chief of Police 
Schuettler estimated the number of dead at 1,700. 
At 2 o’clock this afternoon a tabulated list of the 
known dead totaled 679. At least five hundred more are 
still unaccounted for. 
Every morgue in the city holds 
from seven to forty bodies each. 
Federal Judge K. M. Landis has ordered a special 
grand jury to make an investigation of the tragedy. The 
jury will meet next Thursday. 
Steamship Inspector William Nichols is investigating 
the report that water ballast was pumped out of the hold 
while the passengers were boarding, so that more passen­ 
gers could get on board. 


One Theory as to the Cause of the Accident Is Presented. 
One theory, believed to have been the cause of the 
accident, is that the steamer was fast in the mud when the 
tug boat started to pull her into deep water, causing it to 
list on one side. 
A man whose clothes were dripping and who bore 
the appearance of having been in the water made a rush 
at Captain Pedersen, after he was arrested, striking him 
in the face. It was necessary for the police to disperse 
the crowd which gathered around the captain following 
his arrest. Police had to protect him. 
James Flanagan, a member of the Eastland crew, 
testified at the investigation that he had received a signal 
to cast a line to the tug which was to pull the steamer into 
deep water. Flannagan said that a steward had l-ushed

veloped 500 horse power .and it is said 
that one car flew’ for six hours with 
sixteen passengers. 
Sikorsky is also 
credited with having taken tw’o dozen 
at once on a short flight.

One serious draw’back to the giant

London, July 24.—Tile interest the 
British government has recently tak­ 
en ih 4he threatened shortage of zinc 
(spelter) marks the first of a series 
of moves which the new ministry . 
of munitions plans to secure a steady 
flow’ of supplies of the so-called war* 
metals. 
The great bulk of England’s supply j 
of zinc—ii cd in 
cartridge 
cases— J 
came. before ;he war, from Germany j 
and Belgium. 
There is no lack of 
zinc ore. it is said, but the smelting 
w’orks of this country have not been 
adequate to cope with 
the 
supply. 
Meanwhile zinc has been advancing; 
by leaps and bounds, rising from a 
before-the-war price of $110 a ton to 
the recent quotation of nearly $575.; 
Since the intervention of the govern-' 
ment the price has fallen back to 
about $475. 
No difficulty is anticipated regard ] 
ing nickel, w’hich is a wartime essen­ 
tial in Hie manufacture of steel and 
for other purposes. 
The sources of 
supply. New faledonia and Canada, 
are in the hands of Hie allies, and 
the'position is comparatively simple. 
Lead conies from the United States, 
Spain and Australia, and with the seas 
open, it is expected that all the sup­ 
plies needed will be forthcoming, a1 
though prices have recently advanced 
sharply. 
Antimony, which is used to harden 
bullets, was formerly imported main­ 
ly from France, but that country is 
now' using practically all it can pro­ 
duce, and England and Russia are ob 
taining their supplies from the Far 
East. 
Copper comes to England from the 
United States, Chile, Spain and Ans j 
ira I in 
The main difficulty with this | 
metal is in regard to the price, which I 
has risen in price from $300 a ton 
a year ago to recent quotations as high 
as $410.

AU of the talent except a few noted 
principles was secured from the best 
musical talent in Los Angeles, and 
the young dancers were carefully re­ 
hearsed and trained until they scored 
a big hit. “Fairyland” was presented I 
under the direction of Alfred Hertz, 
of the Metropolitan opera house, New 
York city, with five of the greatest 
singers of the world in the leading 
roles. 
The stage settings and transforma­ 
tion scenes were in proportion to the 
magnitude of the great cast, and it 
is said that no opera was ever more 
perfectly given. 
The night of “Fairyland” the three 
hundred Federation 
delegates 
were 
given preferred seats, and the boxes 
w*ere filled with some of the greatest 
singers of the country, who are mak­ 
ing California a mecca 
during 
tho 
summer. 
Among them w*ere Geral­ 
dine 
Farrar, 
Schumann-Heink 
and 
scores of others. 
This wonderful festival of song and 
music, lasting for ten days, ended on 
Saturday night, July 3, with a spec­ 
tacular street pageant, with dazzling 
illuminative effects and with immense 
floats, each representing one of the 
flowers of the state of California.

thing will go wrong; and to under­ 
stand it we must study and think 
over what. we are going to do, and 
what has been done. We are always 
studying the psychology as well as 
the physiology of the young people. 
We are trying to correct faults, and to 
develop muscle, mind .and character. 
It is a big task, because we have, as 
I have told you before, about one 
hundred and fifty boys and girls. We 
j are always having to put aside our 
personal pleasures and desires to ac­ 
commodate the young people. 
Some­ 
times we have to make great sacri­ 
fices in the matter, to say nothing of 
the expense involved. 
I know that 
we are sometimes criticized because 
of our methods, hut I wonder if the 
| people who criticize us would be will- 
j ing to try to do better, and if they 
would always succeed if they were 
willing to try? I expect that sort of 
thing, so I don’t mind—much. 
The 
day will come when everyone will 
realize what a proposition we are up 
aginst in trying to look after such a 
large bunch of boys and girls, and 
they will wonder how we managed to 
do so well. 
* * * 
One of the boys said to me this 
morning: 
“I brought 
home 
cvcrv- 
thmg I took out on the hike. I never 
lose anything.” 
No, that boy has a 
wise and good mother, who would be 
willing to wait on her boy, but she 
knows that he must learn how to 
wait on himself, and that it is best 
for him to learn while he is young. 
He has learned that things cost money 
and must not be lost, because money 
doesn’t grow on 
trees. 
He 
earns 
money at odd times, without sacrific­ 
ing his boyhood pleasures, and he is 
alt the betler and wiser for the ex 
perience. 
He has money saved up 
and out on interest, and he is only 
fourteen years old, too. 
I think he 
will be a good man. able to take care 
of himself and help his mother if she 
needs him. It is because that mother 
started right with her boy. 
I 
am 
proud of her and hold her up as an 
example to mothers, though she is 
modest enough not to wish any fur­ 
ther notoriety on the subject.

Did you know7 that I have a bird- 
drink in my back yard?

But 
birds are not all that visit this pool. 
The boys and girls often run in to 
sec us, and sit there, as you will see 
by the grass being worn away around 
the pool.

Washington, July 24.—Now is the 
time when the evil of houses in rows 
can be readily seen, even if those 
evils are not so apparent w'hen the 
mercury does not climb so high. 
It 
is in these houses that the kiddies 
live, kiddies whose only playground 
is the street or vacant lots. They do 
not necessarily belong to poor fami­ 
lies, but at least the parents do not 
have much left after paving the reg­ 
ular bills for feeding and clothing the 
family, and a vacation at seashore or 
in the country is out of the question. 
To take care of these, as well as 
of those who are still worse off in this 
world’s goods, a number of 
camps, 
bearing such names as “Good Will,” 
“Friendship,” and others of that kind, 
have been established by the chari­ 
tably disposed upon the hills and in 
the parks surrounding the city. Part 
of these camps are under the care of 
the Associated Charities, which con­ 
centrates 
its 
efforts upon work of 
that kind during the summer months. 
The Salvation Army and other organ­ 
izations 
of 
that kind also maintain 
camps which are particularly for the 
children and their mothers. 
In these 
camps a child or a mother can be 
taken care of for a week for $2.50. 
Some of them are located 
near 
a 
house, where some of the work is 
done, 
but 
the 
children live out of 
doors, sleeping in tents. 
One of t,he 
biggest and best of these tented vil­ 
lages for kiddies is on the highest 
hill in Rock Creek park, w'hich slopes 
down to the creek. Here can always 
be found relief from the heat, for as 
a final resort, should all else fail, 
there is the creek itself, with its many 
cool and delightful “swimming holes,” 
ever ready to bring the temperature 
down to normal. 
For the older ones, who can go a 
few blocks away from home, there are 
abundant playgrounds, parks and re­ 
creation places. Playgrounds are set 
aside in the Zoo and in the parks, and 
there are also several of the schools 
which have had their grounds made 
available for summer playgrounds. At 
these places there are capable instruc­ 
tors in the different games, so that 
even play is made something with ben­ 
eficial results. 
Nearly 7,000 children 
get the benefit of these playgrounds 
every day when there is no rain. Un­ 
fortunately for the children, but for­ 
tunately for others, there have been 
several days of this kind, but even the 
children have 
probably 
found 
no 
ground 
for 
complaint, for on these 
days the maximum temperature has 
been about 76. 
There are still some older kiddies, 
anywhere from 25 to 70, and mostly 
of the male variety, who also like to 
play, and who must 
find 
playtime 
when office hours are over. For these 
the country 
clubs 
furnish 
ample 
room, and it sometimes seems that 
the entire state of Maryland adjacent 
to the District of Columbia will even­ 
tually be like one big country club.
